INHERITANCE 


law Does Hot Apply to Bequssts to 


the State, Sation or for Education 


Important JtoUnc bj Ohio'* At 


tornay 


Attorney-general Honnett has de 


elded that the collateral inheritance 
tax law does not apply in tbe case of 
a bequest from aa Ohio man to tbe 
Smitbsoolao Institution at Washing 
ton. The decedent testator is Hr. 
Israel Harris, a banker and scientist 
of Wsynesville, Warren county. In 
his lifetime Mr. Harris collected a 
celebrated collection of specimens ol 
mineralogy, geology, archaeology aod 
oonchology, spending a vast amount 
of time, labor and money lo its col- 
lect on. 
It has been said by judges to be 


the best collection of the kind In the 
state. By hie will It waa given to tha 
Smithsonian, but If that institution 
refuses It It was to go to the Ohio 
State University. The Smithsonian 
however, snapped It UD and his exec 
utors, B. P. Nosier acd H. H. Ear 
land, presented the question as to tbe 
taxatloo ot (tola property under the 
Inheritance law.

I believe my relations with the Wash- 
ington authorities are amicable. My 
relations with Secretary Sherman are 
not strained. 


"I desire to say positively that Japan 


is opposed to the annexation of Ha- 
waii by the United States. The recent 
reports that Japan had withdrawn her 
opposition are untrue. Japan has cer- 
tain interests in the Sandwich islands 
which tbe United States should respect 
I believe tMs matter will be amicably 
adjusted. 


"There may b* serious trouble if the 


United States annexes the islands with- 
out Tegard to our Interests *here. But 
I do not believe, the United States will 
act unfairly. Japan is very friendly 
with this country, aod there is certain- 
ly a way by which the annexation 
qtfestion can be settled satisfactorily 
to both great nations. I return with 
certain instructions from my govern- 
ment. 


"Japan has in the Hawaiian islands 


about 20,000 of her people. Hawaii iias 
a treaty with Japan permitting the lat- 
ter to send immigrants there, aad also 
imparts for the use of the latter. Ha- 
fwaii has violated this treaty, and our 
I claim for this violation has not been 
1 settled. 
We want our claim settled 


after annexation, it not before that 
time. 


•'Hawaii deported some of our Jap- 


anese inuntgrairta. That is in viola- 
tion of her treaty with Japan. Hawaii 
has also levied a discriminating duty 
on Japanes* mine imports. That was 
another violation of the treaty. Ha- 
waii would certainly act in the mat- 
ter of oar claim if the United States 
would use her good offices."

What is prolBibly the tuoac imporUnt 


ilsooveiy in iht-. bistory of dairy science 
kas recently been maje by Dr. S. M. 
Babcock aud Dr. H. L. Russell of the 
Wisconsin university experiment sta- 
tion. They have discovered and have, 
they think, proved beyond any question 
that the rijiening of ch<*£ft is not doe to 
bacteria iu the milk product, but that 
it is caused by ferments in tbe milk. 
They have wade bciidreds of tt£t analy- 
ses and arc sure that tbe result they 
reached is correct 


Or. Babcock and Dr. Bnssell have 


been investigating this subject for more 
than threa years. Culture of tbe various 
organisms tried after the current meth- 
ods failed to product: tke desired result 
The doctors faithfully reproduce result* 
reported by their European colleagues, 
and still no hypothesis oocld be ad- 
vanced that did not nave a serious flaw 
at cue point or another. It was only 
after tbey broke away from all current 
and accepted methods tbat auy sign of 
succtes rewarded their endeavors. 


A chemical analysis of cheese reveals 


tbe fact tbat tbe casein, or green curd, 
which is insoluble at first, is gradually 
converted in tbe curing process into sol- 
uble substances such as peptones. In this 
soluble condition tbe constituents of tbe 
cheese can be readily digested, and its 
value as a food consists largely in this 
change, which is also accompanied by 
the development of peculiar flavors that 
are characteristic of different kinds of 
cheese. 
No satisfactory explanation, 


however, has been assigned for this se- 
ries of chemical transformations. 


The production of tho characteristic 


flavors in the different varieties of 
cheese is believed by the Wisconsin in- 
vestigators to be due to the action of 
bacteria. But they feel confident tbey 
can now demonstrate that the funda- 
mental change in the casein is brought 
about purely by chemical changes dis- 
associated from living organisms. The 
discovery of these ferments in milk is 
in itself a matter of considerable scien- 
tific importance, but when considered 
in relation to cheese ripening it has a 
practical bearing that enhances its the- 
oretical valno. 


A study of cheese from a bacteriolog- 


ical point of view shows that it is fairly 
teeming with such microscopic forms -of 
life as bacteria. These in the main 
come from the milk itself, but even aft- 
er the cheese is v.rade they grow so lui- 
uriaiilly that hundreds of millions are 
fcnad in every iiionthful of food. 
The 


kinds that are most concerned in this 
growth are those that form soar milk, 
but tho perplexing problem has been to 
reconcile the presence of this type of 
life with the breaking down of cheese, 
inasmuch as the sour milk or lactic acid 
organisms aro enable to form soluble 
substances from insoluble proteids. 


Instead of relying upon beat to de- 


stroy all signs of organic life tbat exist- 
ed iu the milk Drs. Babcock and Rus- 


tried chemicals, like ether and 


choloroform, and, much to their sur- 
prise., they found that the milk itself, 
without tho power of any organisms 
whatever, had the power of undergoing 
a series of changes that were practically 
tho same us those that take place in the 
ripening of cheese. Following up this 
clew, they were soon able to demon- 
strate that this spontaneous digestion 
was duo to the presence of ferments of 
a peculiar character that were inherent 
iu the milk itself. 
These ferments, 


knowu technically to scientists as en- 
zymes, are peculiar substances of a pure- 
ly unorganized nature, but which at the 
game time possess characteristics that 
ally them closely to living things. 


i'he processes of digestion in tbe ani- 


mal body as well as many of the phe- 
nomena tbat occur iu the plant kingdom 
aro controlled ill the main by the action 
of these ferments. 
Most of these eii- 


zymes are able to do their "work'' in the 
presence of anaesthetics, while such 
substances almost immediately inhibit 
the growth of bacteria. Thus by keep- 
ing milk under conditions where bac- 
terial action was excluded they were 
able to follow the changes that were 
solely duo to the enzymes in the milk 
itMt'. A chemical analysis of such 
milks nt different periods showed the 
saint, kitul of decomposition products as 
ure ordinarily found iu a well ripened 
chno.io. Moreover, these products grad- 
ually accunrolstid in quantity, showing 
a jw'iffrossivc action of the ferment. 


As eu7.yu.ies readily attach themselves 


to solid bodies it was thought that they 
might bu found iu a more concentrated 
form in the slime that gathers on tho 
separator bowl after separating the 
cream from the. milk- When slime was 
kept under proper conditions, the same 
resnlta were obtniued. 
Finally tbey 


wero able to isolate from this material 
enzymes iu a relatively puro ccmUtion, 
so that when these purified ferments 
were submitted to test the same action 
went on much faster than before. Inas- 
much as tbe course of the changes that 
occurred in milk feupt under ai;iosth( t- 
ics Wiis t-tep for steji identical with tho 
cbaugrs that occurred in chense, it wns 
thought that tbe ripening change that 
occurred in this latter substance might 
also lie due to these cuzymcs instead of 
to tho bacteria. 


Milk drawn with great care- from the 


anuns.1 aud immediately treated with 
ether aud chloroform was then made 
into clteese. This broke down quite aa 
fast as cheese cured under normal con- 
ditions, thus showing it was possible to 
ripen choose as far as tho breaking 
doxvti of tho casein wax concerned pure- 
ly by tho action of these ferment*. 


Both Dr. Babcock aud Dr. Russell 


are knorvn as eminent agricultural sci- 
entists. Tba former is the chief chem- 
ist at the Wisconsin university experi- 
ment station aud tbe latter the bacteri- 
oloflit. —Chicago Times-HenJd.

AN IMPOSING MONUMENT. 


Battlefield Commission Designed *> Shalt 


to Be Erected on Missionary Kld*;«. 
] 


Tho Illinois Chickamauga commis- 


sion recently decided on the design for 
the monument to be erected on Mission- 
ary ridge iu commemoration of Illinois 
troops who participated in the battle 
around Chattanooga. The base will be 
21 feet square and the total height 60 
feet. The structural material will be of 
granite, and it will hold bronze figures, 
representing tho cavalry, infantry, na- 
val and artillery branches of the service, 
and there will be four panels upon 
which to inscribe tho names of the reg- 
iments and such other data OB the com- 
mission may decide upon. Tbe crown- 
ing feature of the monument will be a 
13 foot figure of Peace in bronze. Tho 
cost of tbe whole structure is not to ex- 
ceed f 18.000. This shaft will be the 
most striking erected by any of the 
states on Missionary ridge, not except- 
ing tbe handsome one built by Georgia.
